AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Attorney General John Hill, 
who will defend the state’s 
death penalty statute before 
the U.S. Supreme Court next 
month, says he believes the 
law will pass the court’s 
close scrutiny.

stitutionality of its death 
penalty before the high court 
March 30. 
“The court will be looking

The jury also has to an­ 
swer three questions af­ 
firmatively in mandatory 
death penalty cases — was it 
c o l d b l o o d e d 
a n d 
premeditated, was there no 
element of self defense and 
would 
the 
defendant 
probably repeat the crime. 
“ I believe the death 
penalty is a deterrent to 
violent crimes,” Hill said.

1975 was the busiest year 
ever for the Collin County 
District Attorney’s office 
according to a report issued 
by DA Tom O’Connell. 
Although the number of 
felony cares filed was below 
the 1973 record, other cases 
were well above previous 
totals. 
During the year just en­ 
ded, O’Connell and his staff 
filed 364 felony cases and 
obtained 316 indictments 
from grand jury s.

There is the Abraham 
Lincoln

Roosevelt, the Jefferson 
Memorial, the Washington 
Monument, Mount Rush- 
more and the White House 
itself to name a handful. 
But there is no place in the 
system quite like the Lyndon 
B. Johnson National Historic 
Site in Texas that includes, 
among other things, 
a 
working cattle ranch, a 
blacksmith shop, a school 
h o i^ and a former Firsts 
La^. 
rf ^ 
Tile historic sfl^^ whhib 
operates in close harmony 
with the Lyndon B. Johnson 
State Park, is actually two 
separate units. 
The Johnson City site 
includes tl^ 36th president’s 
boyhood home and the 
Johnson Settlement, a living 
history area where park 
employees interpret life in 
the 1860’s. 
Fifteen miles to the west 
along Highway 290 is the 
LBJ State Park and LBJ 
ranch area of the National 
Park. Since the historic site, 
like Texas, is a big place, 
today’s column will be 
devoted to the ranch. We’ll 
take up the Johnson City 
Settlement at a later date. 


The state park is located 
on the south bank of the 
Pedernales, a spring-fed 
river that flows through the 
Texas Hill Country. Visitors 
should set aside about an 
hour and a half at the state 
park to see the exhibits, a 
film in the auditorium, a 
slide show in the visitor 
center, nature trails and a 
living history program in the 
Sauer-Beckman House. 
There are also tennis 
courts and a swimming pool, 
which operates in summer, 
at the state park. The only 
fee at either park is at the 
pool. 
At the state park, tour

the

More than 95 percent of all therapeutic abortions in 
California are performed for reasons of “mental health.”

Polly’s Problem 


D EAR POLLY — Do you know of anything that will 
remove white oil base paint from a 100% polyester 
crepe shirt and a 100% acrylic sweater vest, without 
harming the color of the fabric? — MRS. R.H. 
D EAR MRS. R.H. — The ideal way is to take 
polyesters to the dry cleaner for spot removal, lf this 
must be done at home you might try sponging with 
turpentine, and while still damp, rub in a detergent with 
the bowl of a spoon. Alternate the sponging with turpen­ 
tine and application of detergent as many times as 
necessary. TEST FIRST. You could soak it in this and 
then launder as usual. If alcohol does not affect the 
color, it could be used to remove the turpentine and 
detergent. Dilute the alcohol with two parts water for 
any acetates. If alcohol is not safe, then sponge with a 
warm detergent solution and then clear water. — 
POLLY.

Dry cleaning best 
| for polyester spot

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Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — Do you know of anything that will 
remove white oil base paint from a 100% polyester 
crepe shirt and a 100% acrylic sweater vest, without 
harming the color of the fabric? — MRS. R.H. 
DEAR MRS. R.H. - The ideal way is to take 
polyesters to the dry cleaner for spot removal. If this 
must be done at home you might try sponging with 
turpentine, and while still damp, rub in a detergent with 
the bowl of a spoon. Alternate the sponging with turpen­ 
tine and application of detergent as many times as 
necessary. TEST FIRST. You could soak it in this and 
then launder as usual. If alcohol does not affect the 
color, it could be used to remove the turpentine and 
detergent. Dilute the alcohol with two parts water for 
any acetates. If alcohol is not safe, then sponge with a 
warm detergent solution and then clear water. — 
POLLY.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The controversial revised 
U.S. grade standards for 
beef now are scheduled to 
take effect on Feb. 23, nearly 
lo months late. Extensive 
litigation caused the delay. 
In time, officials of the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture expect the yield 
grading provision to en­ 
courage ranchers to produce 
more meaty animals. Such 
cattle can produce thickly 
muscled, high quality beef 
carcasses with a minimum 
of fat.

(flecks of fat within the 
meat) will result in slightly 
leaner beef qualifying for 
U.S. Prim e and Choice 
grades.

LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) - 
Steve Watkins has been 
pumping gasoline in West 
Texas for the past nine 
years. 
He owns and operates a 
truck stop on the edge of the 
town of Idalou, 15 miles east 
of Lubbock. He has daily 
contact with many of the 
cotton and grain farmers of 
Lubbock County, as well as 
with 
truckers 
making 
regular runs back and forth 
across the country. 
“The farmers and the 
truckers are all taking about 
the way their taxes are being 
spent in Washington — and 
they both pay a lot of taxes,” 
Watkins said. “No one is 
happy with the way the 
spending is going, but no one 
seems right now to be pin­ 
ning it down to a certain 
candidate. 
“It seems like there are 
too many running on too 
little, and no one has come to 
the front enough to get 
people 
to 
talking 
and 
thinking about him as their 
candidate.” 
That kind of thinking 
seems to extend throughout 
Lubbock County and the city 
of Lubbock. The presidential 
election just has not yet 
caught on in West Texas. But 
for some it is already 
decided. 
“I’m supporting President 
Ford,” said Jean Nichols, 
wife of a northeast Lubbock 
County farmer. “I just can’t 
think of anyone else who is a 
real candidate. 
“If Mr. Ford gets the 
nomination — and I can’t see 
any reason he would not get 
it — he will have my support. 
In these days and times one 
just never knows what is 
going to happen next.” 
She said she liked Ford’s 
State of the Union address, 
and if he is able to carry out 
any of his promises she 
believes his support will 
increase nationwide. 
“He has had to change his 
mind on some things as he’s 
gone along,” she said, “but a 
wise man knows when to 
change his mind and does.” 
Mrs. 
Nichols 
said 
Alabama 
Gov. 
George 
W allace’s chance at the 
presidency has come and 
gone. She also said Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey might be 
a good choice, but added that 
I 
she didn’t think he would 
even get the Democratic 
nomination. 
Billy Fisher, a Lubbock 
businessman, likes what he 
hears 
from 
former 
California 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
1 
“I think Reagan has a 
chance 
at 
the 
GOP 
nomination, and if he gets it 
FII vote for him," Fisher 
said. “There is no Democrat 
in the running now I would 
vote 
for, 
and 
I’m 
a 
Democrat. 
“ Mr. Reagan appeared 
here several years ago, and 
what he said then I liked. 
I ve followed him since then, 
and I still like to hear the 
things he says. He just talks 
like a West Texan, and I 
believe the wav he does on 


many issues.” 
But another Lubbock busi­ 
nessman was not ready to 
make up his mind. 
“It’s tough at this time,” 
said Robert G. Allen. “It is 
going to take a real strong 
candidate 
from 
the 
Democrats to defeat the 
GOP nominee, either Ford 
or Reagan, and right now 
they just don’t have such a 
man.” 
Allen said if the election 
were held today, he would 
vote for Ford. But he admits 
what is said and done in the 
months ahead will make the 
final decision for him. 
Realtor Bob Brand puts it 
even stronger. 
“Too many of us backed 
Mr. Nixon last time and we 
were pleased with his vic­ 
tory. But look what all we’ve 
been through in the past two 
years with him,” 
Brand 
said. “I just don’t know that 
a lot of us are going to be 
willing to pick a man and go 
all out for him this year. 
“Instead, it’s going to be 
real different — and I don’t 
know anyone is going to have 
a very wide margin.” 
Unrest in politics from the 
city to the small towns 
seems to rule throughout 
West Texas, as well as in 
other parts of the nation. 
Hack Lasater, owner of a 
hardware store in Slaton, 12 
miles southeast of Lubbock, 
says unrest is a big reason no 
candidate leads the race for 
the presidency. 
“There are not too many 
running,” Lasater said. “It’s 
just that there are not many 
qualified for the job who 
have announced. 
“I don’t even know what — 
much 
less who — 
I’m 
looking for. But someone has 
got to step out and stand for 
law and order and prove that 
he is willing to do whatever it 
takes to curb crime and cut 
down welfare. 
“We’ve got to have some 
lawmakers who will 
put 
teeth back into our laws, and 
then someone who is willing 
to step forward and be the 
leader to see that something 
is done about those laws.” 
Welkins m id he didn’t 
believe 
Ford 
would 
be 
elected. He said Ford was a 
politician on a state level — 
but not a national leader. 
“lf you are a leader you’ve 
got to make decisions and 
stick by them — and see that 
others stick by them, too,” 
the service station owner 
said. “Mr. Ford has had to 
make some changes, and 
some — like in helping New 
York City — have proved 
good changes. 
“But I don’t think Mr. 
Ford has proved yet that he 
is strong enough to lead our 
nation. And, it’s certain that 
the Democrats don’t have 
anyone strong enough to do 
that. 
“Reagan is an actor, not a 
politician.

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WHAT IS A CHURCH? 
Do you know that most

man on the street what a

But 
this is not correct.

“church” in our Bibles, 
simply means assembly, so 
a church is not a building, 
but the assembly of people 
who meet in the building. 
And

necessarily a gathering of 
worshippers. The riotous 
mob that had gathered at 
Ephesus in Paul’s day is 
called a “church” (Gr. 
ekklesia) in Acts 19:32, and 
this passage states that this 
assembly, or church, was 
“confused, and most of them 
did not know wh»refnre they 
were come together.” So a 
church 
is 
simply 
an 
assembly, not a building. 
The church of whit h the 
Bible has most to say is "the 
Church of God, which He 
hath purchased with His 
own blood” (Acts 20:28). St. 


Paul calls this church, again 
and again, “the Body of 
Christ,” 
or 
“the Church 
which is His Body.” 
We do not join this Church 
by water baptism or any 
other religious rite; we join 
it by faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 
Referring 
to 
believers in Christ, 
Paul 
declares: “By one Spirit are 
we all baptized into one 
Body” (I Cor. 12:13), and in 
Rom. 12:5 he says “Ye being 
many are one Body in 
Christ." 
Many sincere people have 
had their names on the rolls 
of religious organizations for 
years before learning this 
great truth, that the true 
Church, the Church of God, 
the Body of Christ, is not a 
building, but the company of 
those who have come to trust 
in Christ as their Savior. 


We sincerely hope the 
reader belongs to this one 
true Bible Church—and also 
attends a local church, an 
assembly of believers in 
Christ who love and study 
the Word of God, so as to 
“grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ” (H Pet.

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At PSHS 
Tennis 
Booms 


Tennis has probably experienced the biggest boom of all 
sports offered in recent years by the Plano Independent 
School District. 
Coach Ken Sumrow arrived on the Plano scene in 1972 and 
the tennis program has grown substantially since that time. 
For instance: 
-In 1972, Plano had only six tennis courts, all at Williams 
High School. Today, Plano schools have 22 courts available 
and 12 of those courts are surfaced with Plexi-Pave, an 
acrylic compound for serious tennis enthusiasts. 
-In 1972, Plano’s Varsity tennis team had 15 total players. 
Coach Sumrow remembers he had trouble fielding a com­ 
plete team in some dual matches. Today, Plano has 25 
Varsity players which survived a cut from 50-60 players that 
tried out. 
-In 1972, Plano had no tennis program for grades lower 
than sophomore. Today, a complete program is offered to all 
students in Plano from the seventh grade to senior grade 
level. 
-In 1972, Plano’s Varsity team had no equipment. Today, 
warm-ups are provided and a tennis ball machine can be 
utilized to perfect skills. 


A Long Way 


Needless to say, Plano’s tennis program has come a long 
way under the guidance of Kne Sumrow, a tennis enthusiast 
with experience from Celests High School, Central Texas 
Junior College and the University of Texas. 
“There is no doubt the program has come a long way in 
recent years,” Coach Sumrow said. “The level of play has 
improved also.” 
This season Plano will begin reaping benefits of their 
aggressive tennis program. Coach Sumrow feels the level of 
play has progressed over the years to the point that Plano 
has a strong chance at winning the District 13-AAAA 
championship this year. 
“This year is the best chance we’ve ever had,” Coach 
Sumrow said. “I’ve seen most of the teams in the district and 
I feel we’ll definitely be in contention for the district title.” 
“Sherman has dominated the district in the past, but they 
aren’t as strong this year. Several other teams are also on 
the rise. It should be a competitive district.” 
Coach Sumrow feels his Plano netters have a fairly well 
balanced squad. 
“We have a lot of depth on both the boys and girls teams. 
I’m really optimistic about our team. We don’t have any 
players that can just dominate an opponent, but we have 
some strong players. Our top six players in both boys and 
girls are tough. I believe we’ll be competitive in singles or 
doubles, both boys and girls.” 


Top Players 


I 
Leading the way for the 1976 team are seven returning 
lettermen. Seniors Mike Sears, Brad Tubbs, Cliff Lazarine 
and John Walsh are the top boy players, while the girls are 
led by Jill Wiley, Laura Sorrentino and Debbie Marvin, all 
junior veterans. 
Also, adding to the overall competiveness of the tennis 
team are Lisa Cure, Kim Lewis and Karen Murphy. 
“We have a fairly well balanced team this year,” Coach 
Sumrow said. “We have a fair boys team and a fair girls 
team. A lot of the teams we’ll be playing this year have 
strong boys or strong girls, but not both.” 
Plano has a schedule of 17 dual meets remaining plus the 
district meet April 9-10 at Denison. Coach Sumrow feels the 
team has a good schedule leading up to the district tour­ 
nament. 
“Irving MacArthur has some strong boys, Greenhill has 
always had good teams in the past, and Hillcrest has some 
strong boys. R.L. Turner has a team a lot like ours, well 
balanced. That should be a real good match between us,” 
Coach Sumrow said. 
If this year’s team performs to Coach Sumrow’s ex­ 
pectations, it will be hard to improve on in the furture. But, 
Coach Sumrow sees areas that will receive more attention. 
“I would like to get kids started playing tennis earlier, like 
in early junior high,” Coach Sumrow said. “We have good 
facilities and the program is established. We get as much 
funding as most of the other sports, so that’s no problem. The 
main thing we need to do now is get the kids to play younger 
and get experience.”
